HOW GENERAL GRANT LOST: 
HIS "HIRAM." 

Not many Americans know that 
Hiram U. Grant was the eigh- 
teenth President of the United 
States. Yet it is true, for

mended young Grant as a candi- 
date for West Point in 1889. Mr.

boy's lull name. So, deciding that

to the error they did not feel 
authorized to correct it. This 
luuu wn» gradually adopted, and 
by it Grant was, and always will 
be. known. But as for any record 
of the birth of "Ulysses Simpson 
Grant, "that does not exist.
